indebtedness. , To evade Ibis, tax became 
the principal business of distillers, and to 
(lo;lhis;it-was necessary, systematically and 
thor.odgbly,'io corrupt tlVe^revenue officials 
charged'with collecting tbt lax. That this 
wa$.most efflciently.done, the proofs in the 
hands ol the Government, and now being 
made ready to place betdro the courts 
conclusively show. Years of labor have 
been required to collect this testimony, but 
the result will repay the labor.
